REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. IS The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that the mean computing elements (202 and 204) of the prior art fail to read on the claimed limitation of 
"determining at least a first and second confidence level." However, this feature of the patent is irrelevant to the claimed 
invention. The claimed invention merely reouires determining respective confidence levels that a received data are respective 
values. The cited Piirainen patent clearly describes computing each probablitv that the received signal v is one of r different 
symbols. These probablities or "confidence levels" are used to estmiate the channel, thus meeting the claimed limitation. Next, 
applicant argues that the 5 taps channel estimate of the cited Piirainen patent is merely the filter structure and not indicative of a 
time window. But, as admitted bv applicant, the filter length indicates the length of a pilot or traininino signal. Also see col. 5. 
lines 4-7. Thus, the 5-tap channel estimate filter performs channel estimation "over a time window of predetermined width" 
corresponding to the length of the training signal.
